Cities of the Province all Turn in “Wet” Majorities. “D” 


Clause will Have Clear Majority on First Count. 


Over the Three Other Propositions.

Clause “D”, meaning thereby the 

sale of spirits and wine .by govern- 
ment vendor by permit, and the sale 
of beer to be consumed on licensed 
premises, was carried Monday by a 
majority which may safely be estimat- 
ed at 30,000 over all of the other al- 
ternatives combined. With all the 
polls in, the vote should not be far 
short of 160,000. The record vote in 
Alberta was al the last federal elec- 
tion, waen 162,904 votes were counted. 
‘ The vote ran fairly uniform through- 
out the province. It was for the most 
part comparing Clause A to Clause D 
as 60 to 40, and thera was not much 
difference between the rural and the 
urban votes. 
Several ridings show a dry 
ity, such as Cardston, Camrosa, 
holm, High River, Lacombe, 
Bow, Olds, Ribstone, Stettler, 
Vermilion and Wetaskiwin. 

But with the exception of Cardston, 
the majorities were not large, and 
were overwhelmed by the enormous 
wet' majorities. The vote in the for- 
eign born districts in the far north 
were almost universally in favor of 
Clause D. But these large majorities 
were not confined to the foreign born 
districts.

“defeated by probably a pinrality of 


more than 8,000 in the country polls, 
3500 in Edmonton, 7000 in Calgary, 
1500 in Lethbridge and probably 1000 
in Medicine Hat. Hundreds cf coun- 
try districts had not reported and 
many of them will not be heard from 
for days. 

Clauses B and C, involving respec- 
tively sale of beer in licensed premises 
and sale through government vendors 
for home consumption, both leaving 
unchanged present legislation affect- 
ing spirits, were never in the running. 

Clause D, apparently has a large 
clear majority on the first count over 
the three other propositions and in 
that event it will be unnecessary to go 
into the second, third and fourth pre- 
ferences as expressed in the ballots. 
Should later counts be necessary, it 
is thought that it would be found that 
a large number of the first choices 
for B and C would go to D on the 
second choice. ~ 


SOME RESULTS IN OTHER 
PARTS OF THE PROVINCE 


Camrose polls recorded some em- 
phatic dry majorities. Thorderskjold 
preferring A to D by 49 to 11 votes, 
Bittern Lake by 44 to 10; Camrose by 
370 to 168; Daysland by 104 to 88; 
and Duhamel, by 62 to 23. 

Cardston, the Mormon stronghold, 
was the outstanding dry victory of the 
province. A winning there by 1427 
to 260, with 70 votes for B and only 
9 for C. 

Crossfield and Airdrie went dry, 
but Cockrane town wag 100 votes to 
the good for D. 

Coronation towns showed Monitor 
A 35, D 55 and Consort A 70 and D 38. ; 
The vote in the whole constituency 
was varied in like manner, Coronation 
itself was dry by 18 majority.

That silence swept over 
the whole world and the sleeping 
places of the thousands upon thou- 
sands of noble sons caught its mes- 
sage as il passed over them.

‘In Flanders’ Fields,’ that there has 
been organized an effort to keep fresh 
in the memory of man, the worth of 
theiy Hfe and sacrifice, and the hal- 
Jowed spots which are marked and 
beautified by Nature’s hand, with 
blood red poppies, that we would per- 
petrate the day by wearing this signi- 
ficant emblem.
